After Sept. 11 
Meghan’s teacher Linda Look, then at the West 
Elementary School, was looking for something to 
do to contribute. She knew that Meghan had a 
father leaving for the war effort and turned a 
friendly letter-writing assignment into an opportu- 
nity to help. 

“I wanted to do something to help Meghan 
with the fact that he was leaving so abruptly,” said 
Look. 

Many of the students in Andover wrote letters 


to servicemen last year. Look’s class wrote a set of 


letters to Burke, but it didn’t stop there. Burke 
responded to the students’ efforts with a group let- 
ter. But after a second wave of letters arrived from 
the students, Burke got busy writing 24 responses. 
“He responded individually to the children,” said 
Look. 

The personal attention got the students so excit- 
ed, that they couldn’t wait to write to Burke again. 
What started as a class assignment became an 
open correspondence between the students and 
Burke. The students told Burke about their class 
assignments and asked him questions about the 
US Army and his life away from home. “He was

L'Italien says. “I think we should 
have let it stand and see how it 
played out. But I am concerned, 
given the tough economic times.” 

Shea does not support what he 
prefers to call “taxpayer-funded 
elections,” believing there are 
better ways to spend tax money. 

“You can walk right into that 
school and start pulling the teach- 
ers out because that’s where the 
money is going to come from,” 
says Shea, pointing to nearby 
Doherty Middle School. “ I think 
you'd see all types of fringe can- 
didates.” 

“Tt takes effort to get 200 peo- 
| ple to say yes,” says L'Italien, 
noting that candidates must 
receive donations from a number 
of people to be eligible for state 
funds. “Who are we to decide 
who is a fringe candidate and 
who isn’t?

A brush stroke in time 


ORGAN PPTL LE SLT In the 1940s, the 


painter Harry Sutton 
had a studio on Porter 
Road. My parents sent 
me for a sitting. | 
thought having my 
portrait painted was 
not really a good use 
of my time, as I had 
many important things 
to do. | was getting 
ready to go away to 
college in the fall, 
preparing for senior 
finals and the senior 
prom was coming up 
Would I have a date? What would I wear? | 
had in mind something pink and frothy, 
with a heart-shaped neckline and a bouffant 
skirt. But I decided I could spare a few 
hours : 

Harry’s studio was near my home on 
Hidden Road, so I walked up there one 
afternoon to see what was going to be 
involved. I was to sit three times, for two 
hours each time, and it promised to be a real 
bore. Harry was a small man, probably in 
his late 30s. He was a classically trained 
painter, and had, I believe, gotten his art 
training in Europe. I noticed a number of 
large canvases standing against the studio 
walls: figure paintings and still lifes. One 
large painting was of a red-headed woman 
opening a casement window and leaning 
out; it was beautiful and I was impressed. 

During my sittings, we had occasion to 
discuss art in general, as it was a subject 
which interested me greatly. I asked him 
about the new art styles of the *20s and *30s 

Cubism, Dadaism, Surrealism, etc. — and 
found he had no interest in “the isms,” but 
harked back to the painters of the Renais 
sance, and to Rembrandt, whose work some 
of his oil paintings resembled. He paid 
meticulous attention to preparation of his 
colors and of the grounds on which he 
canvas or hard board 

He painted many subjects just because 
he felt like it, but portraits were his bread- 
and-butter product 

Before | arrived for my first “sitting” 
Harry had prepared a board by covering 1t 
with several coats of gesso and sanding it to 
perfect smoothness, (As best I can recall 
“gesso” was a mixture of plaster and shel- 
lac, painted on with a brush.) He sketchec 
or drew on this surface the composition he 
planned — in this case, my head and shoul- 
ders. Then he began to prepare his colors

This was a fascinating process that I 
watched with attention. He had chosen to 
use the exacting medium of “egg tempera,” 
the use of which predated the development 
of oil-paint mediums and was used by the 
earliest artists of the Renaissance. Harry 
would carefully break and separate several 
eggs; he would then mix the yolks with dry 
pigments on the palette, producing brilliant 
colors which when dry were quite imper- 
meable. (What he did with the whites I 
never discovered; perhaps his mother made 
a lot of angel food cakes. Harry was not 
married. ) 

He then proceeded to lay the colors with 
small brushes. I couldn't see exactly what 
he was doing, as I was holding a pose six or 
eight feet away. 

About every half hour I was allowed a 
respite during which I could get up and 
move around. I looked at the painting, 
which, during the first day, didn’t look like 
much yet. | wandered around the studio 
looking at the plaster casts, of which he had 
a collection. I noticed that they were cov- 
ered with a thick layer of dust and asked 
Harry for a dust rag. | walked around dust- 
ing the plaster casts until they suited my 
sense of housewifely tidiness; Harry was 
vastly amused. Then I would assume the 
pose again, according to his instructions. 

The direction of the light on the head and 
figure was of paramount importance. I 
learned quite a lot about the painting 
process from Harry on those afternoons, 
which I later was able to use in my own 
“career” as a painter of portraits. I was 
never in his class, and mainly painted for 
fun, not having to earn a living at it. I 
always regretted not painting my children, 
because they never had the time or patience 
to sit for six or more hours. Modeling is not 
easy. and | liked to paint from life. I was 
never good at working with photographs. 

When the portrait was finished, my par- 
ents were pleased. They sent my younger 
sister to have her portrait done, and later, 
when I became engaged to a Navy lieu- 
tenant, they sent him up to Harty also. He 
was painted in uniform. 

hose paintings, framed under glass, 
now hang in my bedroom. The colors are as 
fresh and lively as the day Harry laid them 
on the board. They have not faded or dark 
ened as oils are apt to do. It gives me plea- 
sure to see us the way we used to be, and are 
no longer. We never actually looked that 
good, I'm sure. Harry flattered his sitters. 

But on the other hand, we might have.

Brookside Estates, off 
North Street in Andover, offers subsidized housing and 
wheelchair access, but there is a five-year waiting list to get 
in. 

Meanwhile, none of the 56 units run by the Andover 
Housing authority are wheelchair-accessible.
